ALLIES NEED INTERPRETERS 


Airman Says That Is One Great 
Advantage the Germans Enjoy. . 
Special Cable to Tom NEW YorE Tres. 
LONDON, Oct. 16.—The Standard pub- 
lishes the following delayed © dispatch 

from Ostend: 

“The spy system of the German armies 
in the field is thoroughly organized, 
their general knowledge of the move- 
ment of the Allies’ troops as a rule is 
fairly accurate. The only factor they 
cannot possibly deal with in anticipa- 
tion is the Allies’ splendid aerial corps. 
The risks successfully run by the Allies’ 
airmen are astonishing. 

“ You have to fly pretty low to be any 
good with scouting,’”’ sald one of them 
yesterday, ‘‘and you cannot do much 
good with bombs unless you get within 
2,000 feet of the ground. I have had 
dozens of rifle bullets pass through my 
planes, but have not been hit myself. 
How » one of my friends was. badly 
hit ther day and lost consciousness 
just ¢ got his monoplane down in- 
‘Bide. pur! lines. 

“One of the greatest needs of the Allies 
is interprters, for both the French and 
British troops. When I have beén in 
ordinary and armored motor cars this 
last week we have had ta make peas- 
ants go in front.as guides, and have 
been absolutely at their mercy, - with 
only the fear of our rifles to deter them 
from leading us straight to the Ger- 
mans. When we invade Germany it will 
be still worse, for we won't be Able to 
trust anybody. For English troops an 
interpreter who is English and can un- 
derstand the Scotch, Welsh, Yorkshire, 
and Whitechapel dialects iseworth far 
more than any Frenchman or Fleming 
who may speak a local language better, 
but can seldom understand properly 
what the average British 
says to him, 

“I regard this inexhaustible supply 
of men who know local languages as 
one of the chief factors of German 
efficiency in the war. The Allies need 
absolutely all the interpreters they can 
get and are suffering for lack of them.

“THE WAR SITUATION.

By. the arrival of new. troops from 
England and reserve corps from the 
gouth of France, the Allies have ex- 
tended their flank ‘until it finally rests 
upon the coast.

It is a significant situation that the 
Allies at.this date emphasize the fact 
that they have stopped the German 
advance. A military force generally 
reports only its successes. When an 
even. break is the. best that can be re- 
ported a-.question arises as to the 
events that are being concealed. The 
Allies have a.very appreciable numer- - 
ical superiority in France, and also 


have an ample supply of field artillery — 


and. munitions of war. While Ger- 
many was far better supplied in the 
beginning than either Francé or: Rus- 
sia, this disadyantage is fast disap- 
pearing:; in fact, it is probable that the 
five allied nations: now have a stock 
of equipment, and supplies for war- 
fare that exceeds that of the Ger- 
mans and Austrians. 

Every report received further em- 
phasizes the wonderful preparations 
of the Germans’ at the outbreak of the 
war. Not only did they have. rifles 
and field artiliery for the millions of 
men that they haye. put in the field, 
but they even had uniforms and well 
fitting shoes. In spite.of the censor- 
ship, enough facts have leaked out to 
show that France did not have either 
modern rifles ‘or transport vehicles for, 
the last third of her levies of reserve. 
The modern drab uniforms she could 
furnish only to the first line; the re- 
serves have had to go into the fight- 
ing in the gaudy clothes of the past 
generation, which makes them prom- 
frient targets arid. which have added 
greatly to the loss of life.. 


Great. Britain is in even a Worse 
‘ state of unpreparedness.. At the out- 
break of the war she could put in the 
field only 150,000 men, While France, 
with equal population, ‘sent 2,000,000 
men to the front. Every resource is 
strained in order to raise a force of 
1,000,000 men, half of whom are ré- 
cruits, and large numbers of whom 
cannot be armed or equipped. This 
condition is, however, rapidly being 
remedied. Besides the great resources 
of their. home territories, the Allies: 
have open to.them the markets of the 
world and can draw in equipment and 
supplies from all directions. 

The suspension of traffic on the 
German railways indicates that they 
are engaged in the transportation of 
new forces to their armies on their 
east and west borders. Their Ersatz 
reserve, the force from, which battle 
losses at the front are replaced, has 
unquestionably been absorbed by the 
immense losses of the war to date. 
This class of the reserve numbered 
about 600,000 men, while the losses: in 
the campaign in ce alone are re- 
ported as. 700,000 in Killed, wounded, 
sick, captured, and missing. ..The last 
levies of the Landsturm, including all 
the_men_. of. the gountry’ ‘petWeén $9 
and 45 years of uge, was called into 
service in the third week of Augwat.: 
These troops are planned in the Ger- 
man system to man’ the depots and 
fortresses at. home and to occupy 
captured territory. © 

They have, however, alréady ap- 
peared in the ‘fighting both in Belgium 
and’ iY Bast Prussia; These new 
troops that Germany is now moving 
to the front: are most probably. the 


young men of 18, 19, and 20 years, 
‘who were’ called into service last 


. August in advance of their normal 


time. From this source Germany ob- 
tained 1,500,000 boys who have been 
undergoing a strenuous course of 
training im the effort’ to fit them for 
service at the front. In Spite gt the 
fact. that these young men have 
grown up in a military atmosphere 
and have absorbed much of thé train- 
ing of a soldier, they could hardly be 
depended upon, after only two months’ 
service, for action in independent 
groups. 

Such a headless rushing to the front 
-of. raw troops: is.a common feature of 
American strategy, dictated by the 
popular clamor for immediate ad- 
vance against the enemy. It was this 
that caused the disastrous defeat at 
Bull Run in 1861. As was naturally 
to be expected, the raw troops on both 
sides formed a fertile field for the 
spread of panic, which runs through 
an army like a contagious djsease. 
The: Confederate panic was stopped 
only by the resistance of Jackson and 
his “ Stonewall Brigade ";-the Union 
‘panice*had no such support and degen- 
erated into a rout that carried the 
disorganized forces back to the Poto- 
mac. Such has been the common ex- 
Periende of vast wars; and such can 
,be the only result of rushing inexpe- 
,Tienced troops into battle. 

The German system does not risk 
‘any such disaster. These young men 
are scattered among the companies 
already at the front, where they will 
have older men beside them to break 
them into the life: of a campaign and 
to steady them in battle. In this way 
they renew the strength of the fight- 
ing units, and they soon become as 
dependable as old soldiers. From this 
large force of young men now under- 
going their first military training, 
-Germany can readily, send to the front 
the 800,000 reinforcements mentioned in 
last night’s reports. 

The report from Copenhagen of the 
movement of twenty-eight trains is of 
little moré moment than would be the 
report of the dispatch of twenty-eight 
trains from New York City. When 
troops travel with their horses, bag- 
gage, and field equipment, the aver- 
age train will ¢arry about 850 infan- 
trymen with their various cars of. 
baggage and. supplies, or about 250 
cavalrymen, or 200 artillerymen with 
their guns and horses. Twenty-eight 
trains, then,.means only 8,000 or 9,000 
men. It is probable that as many 
trains as this, mostly loaded with sup- 
plies, however, are being moved every 
day over every one of the fourteen 
German roads leading to the western 
border. 

The success of the Russians in re- 
pulsing the German attack on War- 
saw is an indication of the advantage 
of the Russian position. The Russians 
have at their back the railroads con- 
necting them with the rest of their 
country to bring forward - reinforce- 
ments and the immense supplies of 
food and ammunition needed to main- 
tain their armies. The Germans, on 
the other hand, have: advanced over 
a country in which the railroads have 
been destroyed. very advantage of 
humbers and equipment should now 
favor the Russians in the great battle 
_that is béing decided along the Vis- 
tula. If the Russians are equal to 
the Germans in individual fighting 
power, this battle can have but one 
"outcome, 

Thjs\ decision may not, howeyer, 
come for many days. The armies 
“will naturally confront each jer

German Skipper ‘on Lake Nyassa 
Amazed When British Fired On Ship

LONDON, Saturday, Oct:°17.—A_ letter 
to: The Daily Chronicle from Zomba, 
headquarters of the Government in 
Nyassaland, dated Sept. 5, says:
